TO 



Facilitate the Redemption and Extinguishment of 
Rents in R-eland. 

HEREAS it is expedient to enable Persons holding Lands Prewnble. 
or Tenements subject to any Rent to redeem the said 
Rent : Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent 
M^esty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
5 and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, as follows : 

1. Any Lands or Tenements held in Fee Farm, or for Lives 
renewable for ever, or for any Term whereof more than Two hundred ” 

Years shall be unexpired, shall, if subject to any Rent during the “Land:” 
10 Continuance of such Estate, be deemed Land within the Provisions 

of this Act ; and any Person entitled in possession to such Lands or “ Owner of 
Tenements, or to the Rents and Profits thereof, under any Will or 
Settlement for any Term of Years determinable on the di*opping of 
a Life or Lives, or for any greater Estate (not being a Term of Years 
15 less than the Teim for which such Lands or Tenements may be held) 

shall be deemed the Owner of such Lands or Tenements j and any “Owner of 
Person entitled under any Will or Settlement to an immediate Estate 
in the said Rent, or in the Reversion to which the same may be 
incident, for any Term of Years determinable on the dropping of a 
20 Life or Lives, or for any greater Estate, shall be deemed the Owner 
of such Rent; and every Estate in Land or Rent, other than an 
[Bill 1.] A 2 unincumbered 
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unincumbered Estate in Fee, shall.be deemed a limited Estate, within 
the Provisions of this Act; and the Words “Lands or Tenements” 
in this Act shall extend to any divided or undivided Shares thereof 
respectively ; and the Word “ Rent ” shall extend to any Part or Parts 
thereof; and the Words “ Owner or Pei'son” shall extend to Two or ® 
more Persons seised of or entitled to divided or undivided Shares of 
or Estates in the said Lauds and Rents respectively. 

2. The Owner of any Land or Tenement subject to any Rent 
agree with the Owner of such Rent for the Redemption and 

Extinguishment thereof on the following Terms; that is to say, 10 
first, the Price to be paid for such Redemption shall be either a Sum 
of Money in gross, or a Part of the Lauds or Tenements Avhich were 
subject to the said Rent, or any Lands or Tenements to which the 
Owner shall be entitled in Pee Simple or Fee Farm, or Avhich shall be 
subject to the same Limitations as the Lands or Tenements to be 1^ 
discharged from Rent by such Agreement. 

3. In case the Owner of such Rent shall have only a limited 
Estate therein, if the Price agreed to be paid for the Redemption 
thereof shall be a Sum of Money in gToss it shall be paid to the 
Trustees, ibr Application in the Manner herein-after mentioned, and 20 
if the Price shall be Land it shdl be held in lieu of the said Rent, 
subject to the same Trusts, Limitations, and Charges as the Rent had 
previously been subject to. 

4. If any Person having a limited Estate in Land shall pay 

Money for the Redemption of any Rent chargeable thereon, he shall 25 
be entitled to a Charge on such Land for the Sum so paid, but he 
shall be bound to keep down the Interest thereof during the Con- 
tinuance of his Estate in the Land, and such Charge shall have 
Priority over all Charges and Incumbrances affecting the said Lands, 
except Quit Rent, Crown Rent, Rentcharge in lieu of Tithes, and 30 
Charges imposed ou Money bonwed for the Improvement of Land 
under the Autbortty of any Act of Parliament : Provided always, and > 
it is hereby enacted, that no Charge shall be imposed on any Land 
under the Authority of this Act which shall exceed One Half of the 
total Value of such Land. 35 

5. If either the Owner of the Laud or the Owner of the Rent have 
only a limited Estate therein, the Contract for Redemption shall not 
be concluded without the Sanction of One of the Judges of the 
Landed Estates Court, but it shall not be necessary for the Judge to 
investigate the Title of either Owner, unless requested' by such 40 
Owner. . 

6. If 
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6. If tbe OwTier of any Land or Rent shall request the judge to Judge, upon 

examine the Title thei-eto, the Judge shall thereupon investigate ° 

such Title, and if it shall be sufficient he shall cause a Certificate of mayexamiue 
his Approbation thereof to be annexed to the Contract for Redemp- 

5 tioo, and such Certificate shall have the Effect of giving to the 
Person taking the Land or Rent under such Contract the same Title 
thereto as if the same had been conveyed to him by One of the 
Judges after a Sale thereof in the Landed Estates Court. 

7. Where it is intended to redeem under this Act a Part only of 

10 any Rent, and where the Owner of the Laud or the Owner of the reserved, 
Rent have only a limited Interest therein, it shall be lawful for One where Part 
of the Judges of the Landed Estates Court to apportion the Rent ^Lmed. 
reserved by the Lease or Grant as between the Part thereof to be 
redeemed and the Land as to which the same is to be extinguished 
15 and the remaining Part or Parts of the said Rent and Land. The 
Judge shall direct Notice of any such intended Apportionment as 
aforesaid to be given to such Persons and in such Manner as he shall 
think fit, and shall hear such Parties as shall apply in relation thereto. 

After such Apportionment, and after the said Part of the said Rent 
20 shall have been so redeemed, the Owner of the remaining Part of the 
said Rent so apportioned shall have the like Remedies for the Re- 
covery thereof against the Lauds out of which the same shall be 
payable, and the Owners and Occupiers thereof respectively, as were 
subsisting for the entire Rent before such Apportionment ; and all 
25 the Covenants, Conditions, and Agreements of every Lease or Grant, 
except as to the Amount of Rent to be paid, shall, as regards the 
Part or Parts not redeemed, remain in force, in the same Manner as 
they would have done if such Redemption had not taken place: 

Provided always, that the Enactment in this Section shall be deemed 
30 to apply to the Redemption of any Parts of the same original Rent 
to be redeemed at different Times ; provided also, that where any 
such Part of the said Rent so intended to be redeemed shall have 
been theretofore apportioned or fixed and determined as between the 
Owners of such Lands or Tenements liable to Payment of the whole 
35 Rent, and such Part or Parts shall have been theretofore apportioned 
as between such Owners themselves, such Apportionment shall be 
adopted and acted upon to all Intents and Purposes as if the same 
was made under the Provisions of this Section. 

8. If any Owner having a limited Estate in Land shall, under the Redemption 
40 Provisions of this Act, redeem any Rent payable thereout, by giving 

in lieu thereof any Laud to which he shall be entitled in Fee Simple having a 
or Fee Farm, the Judge shall estimate the Value of such Land, and 
the said Owner shall have such Charge upon the Lands out of which Land, 
such Rent originally issued as if he had paid such Value in Money. 

[1.] A3 9. Before 
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9. Before any Charge shall be placed upon Land under this Act. 
an Order shall be obtained from the Judge to sanction the same, and 
a Copy of such Order, on Parchment under the Seal of the Court, 
shall be brought to the Office for Registration of Assurances, and 
thereupon be registered as a Charge imposed on the said Lands by 5 
the Court ; and an Office Copy thereof shall be sufficient Evidence of 
the Existence, Contents, and Validity of such Order, 

10. Any Reservations or Exceptions contained in the Instrument 
by which such Rent may have been created or reserved may (with 
the Sanction and Approval of a Judge of the Landed Estates Court, 10 
but not otherwise) be granted or released together with the Rent, if 
the Owner thereof shall agree thereto, and shall express such Agree- 
ment in the Contract by which such Rent shall be redeemed or 
extinguished. 

11. When it shall be necessary to pay the Purchase Money of any 15 
Rent to Trustees for Application under this Act, such Trustees 
shall be appointed by a Judge of the Landed Estates Court, and 
they shall apply the same, as the Court shall from Time to Time 
direct, to some One or more of the following Purposes ; namely, to 
the Discharge of any Debt or Incumbrance affecting the Rent in 20 
respect of which such Purchase Money shall have been paid, or to 
the Purchase or Redemption of Quit Rent or Crown Rent, or to 
the Discharge of any Debt or Incumbrance affecting other Rents 

or Lands settled to the same or the like Uses, Trusts, or Purposes 
as the Rent in respect of which such Purchase Money shall have 25 
been paid, or to the Purchase of Land, to be held on the same Uses 
and Trusts and subject to the Charges and Limitations as the 
Rent which had been redeemed, and until such Purchase can be 
made the Trustees shall invest the Money in the Public Funds, and 
shall pay the annual Dividends to such Persons as would be entitled 30 
to the said Rent if it had not been redeemed or extmguished. 

12. This Act shall only extend to Ireland.
